0.P.A. May Scrap 
Control of Wages 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The ad- 
ministration is considering scrap- 
ping the Wage Stabilization board 
when the O. P. A.’s master price 
decontrol program is released, it 
was reported Tuesday. 

The O. P. A. plan is expected to 
be announced on or about Friday, 
although this is not definite, and 
the government's new wage state- 
ment is to accompany it, the official 
said. To avoid any label of politics, 
the decision may be withheld until 
after the Nov. 5 congressional 
elections. 

Wage controls would be retained 
in at least a half-dozen major key 
industries in which prices still re- 
mained under ceilings, probably in- 
cluding coal, an informant said 
Other industries might include steel 
and automobiles, where new wage 
demands are in the making. 

John L. Lewis is scheduled to be- 
gin negotiations on his United 
Mine Workers’ contract with the 
government Friday. He wants 
higher pay for 400,000 soft coal 
miners. 


OTTAWA, (CP) Adminis- 
tration of Canada’s salary control 
order has been relaxed to corres- 
pond with easing of the wage con- 
trol regulations, C. Fraser Elliott, 
deputy minister of revenue, said 
‘Tuesday. 

In general the wage control order 
applies to industrial and similar 
type workers while the salaries 
order governs salaries of “white 
collar” workers. The labor depart- 
ment, which administers wage con- 
trol, has followed a post-war policy 
of gradually easing wage controls 
and the regulations now are not as 
stiff as they were a year ago.

OTTAWA, (CP) — Donald Gor-

LONDON. ~The press of Britain 
has accepted with unruffled calm 
parliament's decision to appoint a 
royal commission to investigate 
“monopolistic tendencies” in 
growth and jevelopment. 

The newspapers have long been 
reconciled to the prospect of such 
an wmvestigation and parliament's 
decision to go ahead with the 
scheme surprised no one. What 
did surprise both newspapers and 
public alike was the statement by 
Herbert Morrison, lord president 
of the council, that a BBC investi- 
gation would follow the press 
inquiry. 

Something !ike 120 of the govern- 
ment’s voting strength was absent, 
which in the minds of many people 
indicates misgivings felt by many 
government su }. 

Under Fire for Year 

Appointment of the commission 
is regarded as a victory for back- 
bench Laborites who have been in 
full cry after newspaper proprietors 
since the election of the Labor 
government last year. 

The vote was 270 for an inquiry 
against 157 opposed. 

Appointment of members of the 
commission may be announced 
within a week. There probably will 
be about six members in addition 
to a chairman. 

Sittings will be in public and the 
body will have power to subpoena 
witnesses.

I as- 
sure you all that I shall, if elected, 
endeavor to make my decision in the 
best interests of the colony as a 
whole.” 

Of Pembroke's total of 5,000 res 
dents only 884 were eligible voters, 
a voter having to own real estate 
valued at $240.

OTTAWA Importation of 
Australian or New Zealand butter 
as a means of levelling off butter 
supply deficiencies and thus main- 
taining the present butter ration of 
six ounces is receiving the con-

Canada permitted imports of 
Australian and New Zealand butter 
up to 1939, It is now thought possible 
the time is opportune for a resump- 
tion of this trade—on a modified 
scale—providing the two countries 
are able to help Canada, As much 
as 40,000,000 pounds of butter has 


| been shipped to Canada from “down 
under” in a single year, Even a 
few million pounds might be suf- 


ficient to permit the government to 
maintain its present butter ration 
It is believed Canadian producers, 
able to sell every ounce of butter 
they can produce, would not frown 
on imports at this time 
While the prices board again and 


again has stated it hopes to be 
j}able to maintain the ration, there 
is still a possibility a cut may 
have to be made this winter Such 
a cut, however, would be small 
possibly a fraction of an ounce 
per month 

It will be t'vo weeks at least be- 


fore any decision is reached, Pro- 
duction has been up and down 
|Heavy snows in the west are 


blanketing pastures and will result 


in a definite cut in production 
Again, although cold storage hold- 
ings are a li‘tle less than last 
year, the butter ration is also 
lower. These factors tend to bal- 


ance 

Also under consideration by the 
prices board is the application of 
producers for increases in the price 


of butterfat, which would result 
in an increase in retail prices. Pro- 
ducers asked that butterfat be 
raised from 22 to 74 cents per 
pound which is equivalent to a 31 
cents per pound retail increase in 
butter. This would send butter up 


from 44 to 75 cents.

On Wednesday of next week Edmon- 
ton voters will have the opportunity, and the

How many of the electors will make use 
of this opportunity, and measure up to the 
duty, is as usual highly speculative. There 
is plenty of room for a surprise in the shape 
of a large turn-out. For years it has been left 
to only a moderate minority to do the elect- 
ing. If more than half the qualified voters 
were to vote in a civic election they would 
make history, 

Members of the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce have been putting on some spectacular 
stunts in hope of breaking down voter ap- 
athy and inspiring a stampede to the polls. 
Less striking methods having been tried 
without marked success for some years, this 
new departure in interest-arousing efforts 
is somewhat in the nature of a device of des- 
peration. If clowning can’t draw the voters 
to the polls. what can? 

The issues of the contest, if such there 
are to be, have yet to be defined. There are 
no obvious questions of magnitude such as 
would ensure a lively campaign, wide public 
interest and relatively busy times around the 
polling places. But as all the vacancies are 
being contested, it is to be supposed that 
rival policies and plans will be announced 
as the campaign proceeds. When a man as- 
pires to public office it is assumed that he 
has some definite platform to stand on 


A Directive from Moscow? 

Premier Stalin’s question-and-answer 
statement on Russian foreign policy was well- 
timed. It concurs with the opening sessions 
of the United Nations Assembly, and may 
be supposed to be intended to influence the 
feeling among the delegates there. 

The general trend of the statement is 
pacific in tone and constructive. An ex- 
ception of course is the reference to Mr, 
Churchill as an “incendiary.” That was un- 
fortunate, both as coming from Mr. Stalin 
and because it will react to counter the ap- 
parent purpose of his interview. Nobody 
knows better than he that Churchill is not 
a war-maker nor a sower of discord. Rus- 
sia had no stouter friend in its time of 
crisis. 

With most of what Premier Stalin had to 
say as to aims and objectives, democratic re- 
presentatives will have no fault to find. If. as 
seems plain, he hoped to ease the tension 
disclosed at Paris, they should and will co- 
operate fully. None the less willingly because 
from their point of view the aggressive policy 
pursued by Moscow was the prime cause of 
that estrangement. 

The important question is how far the 
views expressed by Mr. Stalin will be con- 
formed to by Mr, Molotoy and his associates 
in the Assembly and in the concurent meeting 
of the foreign ministers. If these act in ac- 
cord with the principles and the sentiment 
avowed in the interview, the world outlook 
should brighten in the next few weeks. 


Struck Out : 


Venezuela’s commissioner of economic 
affairs said at Ottawa that his country and 
Canada might work up considerable trade by 
the exchange of products. Venezuela could 
ship such things as oil, cocoa, coffee, hides, 
coal, ores and diamonds, These we could pay 
for by sending the republic farm machinery 
and implements, pulp and paper, and wheat, 

Canada has never done much business 
with Venezuela, That is one of the countries in 
which we must look for new markets in 
which to dispose of the larger export product- 
ion that will be necessary to support our post- 
war economy. 

But on the basis of the exchange sug- 
gested above there isn’t much prospect of 
building up trade in that area at present. For 
the reason that Canada is not in position to 
take on new customers for farm machinery, 
pulp and paper, Strikes have cut down pro- 
duction to the point where for months to 
come no more can be done than supply the 


home market and fill orders from our reg- 
ular customers abroad 
Aside from the chance that we can 


Swap some wheat for Venezuelan products, 
it looks as though the commissioner will have 
to go elsewhere for what his country wants 
to import, Canada has struck out, so far as 
breaking into new markets and increasing 
our exports of machinery, pulp and paper in 
the early future.

What are “Elections” ? 
Whatever kind of elections they held in 
Bulgaria resulted in filling three-quarters of 
the parliamentary seats with Communists. 
This was expected, for the local party had 
all the support it could be given by Soviet 
occupation troops, officials and propaganda. 
The verdict from the polls may be taken 
as Bulgaria’s way of admitting that it made 
a mistake when it joined the Axis and of ex- 
pressing its penitence for having thus of- 
fended Russia. With perhaps a hope that 
the penitence will not go without reward. 
Certainly with knowledge that had the elect- 
ions gone the other way this would have con- 
stituted another offence, 
The upshot is that Bulgaria has voted 
itself into the role of a Soviet satellite. 
When it was proposed at Paris that the 
United Nations enquire into what kind of 
“elections” were to be staged in Bulgaria, 
Mr. Molotov objected. That, he said, would be 


an improper interference with the internal: 


affairs of the country. It was no business of 
the democracies, he argued, what sort of 
voting machinery his friends at Sofia chose 
to set up. 

The inference was plain. It is confirmed by 
the returns. Voters who are free to vote for 
whom and what they please, do not divide in 
the proportions of four or five to one. 


Looking Backward |

NEW YORK—"“What are the Brit- 
ish going to do with the money? 
Why do they want so much?” This 
was the most difficult to answer 
of all the questions directed at 
the sponsors of the American loan 
to Britain during its stormy pas- 
sage through Congress. Bernard 
M. Baruch was the most influential 
of all the critics, On one occasion, 
in 1945, when he was visiting Eng- 
land as the personal representative 
of President Roosevelt, Mr, Bar- 
uch asked this very question at a 


meeting of the British cabinet 
which he had been invited to at- 
tend. The reply he got was far 


from comprehensive, 

Let us see, then, how Britain has 
made use of the loan. Out of the 
total $3,750,000,000 available, she 
has so far drawn only $400,000,000. 
And it is estimated that she will 
draw another $150,000,000 by *the 
end of this year. 

Many Americans, and some opti- 
mistic Englishmen as well, thought 
that part of the money might be 
used to raise the British stand- 
ard of living and to alleviate the 
present austerity. This led many 
Americans to fear that Britain 
would purchase goods which are in 
short supply over here, and so en- 
courage inflation. 

Some of the money admittedly 
has been used to maintain the al- 
ready reduced wartime rations of 
the British people. But the greater 
part of the credit so far drawn has 
been spent on raw materials, such 


as petrol, cotton and steel, to sup- 
ply Britain's industries. With these 
raw materials available to her, Brit- 
ain will regain her position as a 


solvent nation, will be able to earn 


her daily bread and, by no means 
least important, will be in a posit- 
jon to pay the interest on the loan 
and, eventually, to repay the cap- 
ital 


Though it has been disappoint- 
ing for the British public that there 
has been no improvement in the 
standard of living, and though there 


are no complaints about President 
of the Board of Trade Sir Stafford 
Cripps’ policy of “austerity for 
austerity's sake there is no doubt 
that Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Hugh Dalton’s policy is much to be 
applauded, And although the Lab- 


or Government can be criticized

on many scores, it deserves praise 
for resisting temptation to gain 
easy popularity by using the loan 
to purchase the extra food and 
manufactured goods which have 
been absent from the British mar- 
ket for so long 

But if Britain has used so liile of 
the loan up ‘till now, does that not 
show that it was more than she 
needed’? The answer is that there 
are nations al] over the sterling 
area with huge credits in London 
which must somehow be met, And 
in spite of the success of Britain's 
export drive, she has far only 
been able to satisfy these creditors 
to a very limited extent, The loan, 
however, puts her in a much strong- 
er position, 


so 


It is as if am individual, sorely 
pressed by his creditors, succeeded 
in raising a substantial loan from 
his bank, Once this fact is known, 
his creditors immediately become 


more patient; and in the breathing! 


space thus afforded him, he can 
reorganize his business and set him- 
self up on a solid basis once more, 
So it is with Britain, The Empire 
is an enormous trading concern 
which, though far from being bank- 
rupt, is temporarily financially em- 
barrassed, 

If anyone in the United States 
fears that the British are luxuriat- 
ing on American charity, let him 
go to England and see for himself. 
He will find the diet worse, if any- 
thing, than during the war years 
and even the minor conveniences of 
life are absent, It is steel and cot 
ton, machine tools and tractors, that 
Britain is buying from America; 
not refrigerators and automobiles, 
nylon stockings and radios. That 
the British people accept this state 
of affairs is a tribute to their char- 
acter, and bodes well for the fut- 
ure of Britain as a great world 
power,

There were four accidents, how-

| passengers lost their lives, This 
| year, up to the end of September, 
270,000 passengers had been 
ried over 24,000,000 miles by British 
operators, The accident rate was 
0.17 for every million aircraft miles, 
and the mileage flown for every 
passenger killed nearly 9,000,000. 

These are the ministry of civil 
aviation’s official figures. Since 
| 1925, they show a continuous im- 
; provement in safety not wholly to 
| be explained by new types of aircraft. 
In fact, the risk of heavy losses in 
accidents was increased from 1935 
onward by the use of bigger air- 
craft. A large part of the Imperial 
Airways fleet in that period con- 
| sisted of 22 to 38-seaters, 

New Safety Aids 

Forty-one improved operational 
methods and additional aids to Navi- 
gation are regarded as partly respon- 
| sible for the improvement in safety. 
Taken in 5-year periods since 1925, 
fatal accidents per 1,000,000 aircraft 
miles fell from 82 to .19 for 1941-5, 

The lack of a powerful urge toward 
high speeds should be taken into 
account in considering this change.

VANCOUVER, (CP) One of 
the rarest birds in North America 
flew into the city Tutsday night — 
and promptly became the not-so- 
| wise old owl in Stanley park zoo. 
| The owl, a spotted strix, was 
| captured by Jack Sosnoski on Van- 


| couver's downtown corner of Gran- | 


| ville and Hastings as it swooped 
down from the post office to attack 
a pigeon. Sosnoski took it to the 
cily zoo 

“Lt is unquestionably the only one 
in captivity in Canada,” said zoo- 
keeper Frank Beebe. 

He added that the bird is so rare 
that it is seldom seen even among 
naturalists. He could not 
how it cme to be in Vancouver.

Howe Makes Plea | 
Keep Costs Down 


WINNIPEG, (CP)—Now and more 
vigorous forms of co-operation be- 
tween federal and provincial gov- 
ernments, management and 
and between government and in- 
dustry are essential if Canada is to | 
enjoy economic growth, Recon- 
struction Minister Howe said Tues- 
day. 

In an address prepared for the 
Young Men’s section of the in- 
nipeg Board of Trade Mr. Howe 
reviewed the progress of reconver- 
sion in the first year of peace. He 
emphasized that full employment | 
was not an end in itself and should 
be accomplished by high living 
standards, 

While great strides had been made 
in the conversion of industry and 
in absorbing labor from the armed 
forces and war industries strikes 
had a serious effect on the year's 
production and had even modified 
the outlook for the future. 

Keep Prices Down 

A certain minimum of economic 
co-operation between the dominion 
and provinces, not yet accomplished, 
was necessary to provide the con- | 
ditions for economic growth. But 
that. alone was not enough, there 
was need for co-operation and gear- 
ing together of consumers, industry | 
and labor aimed at efficiency. | 

“High wage costs, high manage- | 
ment costs, high advertising costs, | 
high distribution costs are all very | 
attractive to those receiving them,” 
Mr. Howe said. “But high costs maan 
high prices and 
groups may even now be threaten- 
ing to price themselves out of the | 
market,”

evacuation of 2,000 internees, mostly

She rescued the internees from 


under the noses of Indénesian ban- 
dits in Sumatra last year using a 
convoy of 25 Japanese army trucks, 
and forcing the Japanese to supply 


guards. 
“It shook the Japanese a bit to

She directed the convoy trips from

being adopted as standard equipment for most of the up-to-date rinks 
in Canada, particularly in the west. 
“Ole” has installed his hacks in 161 clubs in Canada, including 78 
in Alberta and 46 in Saskatchewan. He now has them in every 
province and only yesterday sent six sets to the Exmoor Curling 
Club, Highland Park, Illinois. The Granite rink in Toronto equip- 
péd four of 10 sheets in 1945, then came back for the rest this year. 
Ten clubs have them in Quebec and nine in Nova Scotia and even
